Your Committees on Public Safety, Intergovernmental and 
Military Affairs and Education, to which was referred S.B. No. 181 
entitled : 

"A BILL FOR AN ACT RELATING TO VETERANS," 

beg leave to report as follows: 

The purpose and intent of this measure is to authorize the 
Department of Education to continue, until June 30, 2020, awarding 
high school diplomas to qualified veterans who did not receive a 
high school diploma as a result of compulsory induction into 
active service in the Armed Services of the United States or to 
any person whose high school education was interrupted due to 
wartime practices such as internment during World War 11. 

Your Committees received testimony in support of this measure 
from the State Office of Veterans Services, Department of 
Education, Hawaii State Teachers Association, and Veterans 
Advisory Board. 

Your Committees find that individuals often had to defer 
their educational goals as a result of compulsory induction into 
active service in the Armed Services of the United States or due 
to wartime practices such as internment during World War 11. 
Implementation of this measure recognizes veterans for their 
commendable service and sacrifices to our country. 

Your Committees have amended this measure by:
